I was returning from my fourth term of 
exile—a Belgian exile, of slight account. 
It was at the close of September, 1871. I 
was re-entering France by the frontier of 
Luxembourg. I had fallen asleep in the 
car. Suddenly the jolt of a stoppage awoke 
me. I opened my eyes. 
The train was drawn up in the midst of 
• lovely landscape. 
I was in the half-light of a broken slum 
ber; my ideas, indistinct and confused, 
floated about, still half-dreams, betwixt re­ 
ality and myself; I experienced the vague 
dazzle of an awakening. 
A river flowed on beside the track, a 
clear river, surrounding a green and cheer 
ful isle. The growth about the isle was so 
thick that the water-fowl, when they land 
ed, delved into it and disappeared. 
The 
river wandered away through a valley 
which looked like a deep garden. 
There 
were apple-trees which mude one think of 
Eve, and willows which made one dream 
of Galatea. 
The time of the year, as I said, wa9 one 
of those equinoctial months in which the 
charm of ending seasons is felt; it winter 
departs, the song ot spring reaches one ; if 
summer dies away, a vague smile, autumo, 
dawns upon the horizon. 
The wind quieted and reduced to har­ 
mony all the happy noises which form the 
rumor of the plain ; the tinkling of little 
bells appeared to cradle the murmur of the 
bees ; the last butterflies met the first clus­ 
ters ut grapes; this hour of the year min­ 
gles the joy of actual lite with the uncon­ 
scious melancholy of approaching death 
Hie gentleness ol the ana was not to be ex­ 
pressed. Beautiful lands striped with fur­ 
rows, and honest peasants’ roofs; under 
the trees, grass covered with shade, the 
lowing of oxen, as in Virgil, and the smoke 
of hamlets, lighted by sunbeams ; such was 
the picture. Distant anvils were ringing, 
the rylbm of labor in the harmony ot na­ 
ture. I listened and meditated in a con­ 
fused manner; the valley was beauiiful and 
tranquil, the blue heavens rested, as it 
were, upon a pleasant circle of hills ; there 
were voices of birds far away, and chil­ 
dren’s voices near by, like two angels’ 
chants commingled ; the universal limpid­ 
ity surrounded me; 
all this grace and 
all this 
greatness put dawn into my 
soul. * * * 
Suddenly a traveler asked me; 
“ What place 19 this ?” 
Another answered: 
“ Sedan.” 
I started. 
The piradise was a sepulchre. 
I looked about me. 
The valley was 
round and hollow as the bottom of a crater; 
the river, quite tortuous, bore a likeness to 
a serpent; the high hills, stored above 
each other, inclosed the mysterious spot as 
with a triple row of inexorable walls; once 
there, one had to remain. 
It made one 
think of the circuses of old. An indescrib­

The word Sedan had been as a rent veil, 
The landscape had of a sudden become 
tragical.

Here it was, Indeed ! and at the date, 13 
months less a tew days had gone by, since 
the monstrous adventure of the 2d of De­ 
cember had ended here. 
A formidable 
stranding. 
The somber ways of late cannot be stud* 
ied without a deep 
oppression of (he 
heart. 
II. 
On August 31st, 1870, aa army found it­ 
self assemoled and, as it were, massed, un­ 
der the walls ot Sedan, in a place called 
Fond de Givonne. 
This army was a 
French army; 29 brigades, 15 divisions, 4 
army corps, 90.000 men. 
This army was 
at its place no one knew why, without or­ 
der, without purpose, pellmell, as a kiud of 
a heap of men thrown there as though to 
he grasped by a giant hand. 
Tnis army did not experience or seem 
to experience, for the moment, any imme­ 
diate uneasiness. It knew, or thought it 
knew, that the foe was pretty remote. Cal­ 
culating the marches at the rate of four 
leagues a day, it was removed by a three 
days’ march. 
Still, towards evening, the 
chiefs made some wise strategical arrange* 
ments; as the rear of the army rested upon 
Sedan and the Meuse riyer, they protected 
it by two lines of battle: one consisting of 
the Seventh Corps, and extending from 
Floing to Givonne; the other, consisting of 
the Twelfth Corps, and extending from 
Givonne to Bazieles, a triangle of which 
the Meuse formed the hypotenuse. 
The Twelfth Corps, including the three 
divisions of Lacretella, Lartigue and Wolff, 
drawn up in a straight line, with artillery 
between .the brigades, consulated a real 
barrier, having at its extremities Bazeihs 
and Givonne and its center Daigny; the 
two divisions ol Petit and Lhentier abut* 
ted the barrier Gen. Ltbrua commanded 
the Twelfth Corps. 
The Seventh Corps, commanded by Gen. 
Douay, included only two divisions, Du­ 
mont’s division and Glib bet’s, and formed 
the other line of battle covering the army 
from Givonne to Floing, toward Illy; this 
line was relatively weak—too open in the 
direction of Givonne. and only protected 
in the direction of Meuse 
by the 
two 
cavalry divisor of Marguerite and Bon- 
nemains, 
and by 
Guymoar’s 
brigade 
resting in a squire upon Floing. 
In this 
triangle were encamped the Fifth Corps, 
under Gen. Wimpfen, and the First Corps 
under Geo. Ducrot. Michel’s divisions of 
cavalry covered the First Corps toward 
Daigny; the fifth leaned upon Sedan. 
Four divisions, each drawn up in two lines; 
L’Heritier’?, Graudchamp’s, Goze’s, and 
Constii-Dumenil’s, formed a sort of a horse­ 
shoe turned toward Sedan and connecting 
the first line of battle with the second. 
Ametl’s division of cavalry and Fontangee' 
brigade acted as a reserve for these four 
divisions. The whole artillery was in 
these two lines of battle. Two sections of 
the army were in mid-air, one to the right 
of Sedan, beyond Balao, sod the other on 
the left. this side of Ices. 
Beyond Balan 
were Vassoigne’s division and Rebonl’s 
brigade; this side of Iges were Marguer- 


itte's and Bonnemain’s divisions of caval­ 
ry- 
Ibese arrangements Indicated a sense of 
perfect security. First of all the Emperor 
Napoleon would not have come there had 
he 
not 
been 
quite 
easy 
in 
mind. 
The 
Fond de Givonne is 
what Napoleon I was wont to call 
a wash bowl, and what Admiral Tromp 
called a pot de chambre. 
No packing’box 
could be closer. 
An army on the spot is 
so thoroughly at home, as to be too much 
so; it runs the risk of not being able to 
leave the place. This gave preoccupation 
to a few valient and prudent chiefs like 
Wimpfen, who were not listened to. It 
worse comes to worst, said the members of 
the imperial suite, we are always sure to 
reach Mezieres, and, happen what may, the 
Belgian frontier. Bat ought such extreme 
eventualities to be foreseen ? 
In certain 
cases, to foresee is almost to offend. So all 
agreed for tranquility’s sake. 
Had they bees uneasy they would have 
cut the bridges over the Meuse, but no one 
thought of doing so. 
To what end ? The 
enemy was far away. 
The Emperor, evi­ 
dently well informed, asserted it. 
The army bivouacked rather pell-mell, 
as we mentioned above, and slept peace­ 
fully through the night of Aug. 31, having, 
under all circumstances, or believing that 
it had, a retreat upon Mezieres open to it. 
Even the most common measures of pre­ 
caution were disdained ; no cavalry recon- 
noi8sances were undertaken ; they did not 
even send out grand guards; a German 
writer says so. 
They were separated from the German 
Army by 14 leagues at least; they did not 
know precisely where that army wa9 ; they 
fancied it was scattered, holding ill togeth­ 
er, ill advised, directed somewhat at hap­ 
hazard upon several objective points sim­ 
ultaneously, unable to effect a converging 
movement upon a single spot, like Sedan; 
they thought they knew that the Prince of 
baxooy was marching upon Chalons, and 
the Prince of Prussia upon Metz; they 
were ignorant ot everything concerning 
the German Army, its chief?, its plans, its 
equipment, its numbers. Did it still prac­ 
tice tne strategy of Gustavos Adolphus ? 
Was it still no further than the tactics of 
Frederick ll. ? No one knew. They were 
sure that in a few weeks they would be in 
Berlin. Pshaw ! the Prussian Army ! They 
spoke of the war as of a dream, and of the 
hostile army as of a phantom. 
During this same night,while the French 
Army slumbered, this is what was being 
done: 
IU. 
At 1:45 o’clock in the morning, at the 
headquarters of Mouzon, Albert, Prince 
Royal of Saxony, moved with tne Army 
of the Meuse ; the* Royal Guard took up 
its arms on an alarm, and two divisions 
advanced, one upou Veilers Cernay, by Es- 
cambre and Funru-aux-Bois, the other upon 
Francheva!, by Suchy and Fouru-Saint- 
Remy. The artillery of the guard follow­ 
ed at the same hour, the Twelfth Saxon 
Corps took up its arms on an alarm, and 
through the highway south of Douzy, pro- 
ceeded toward Lamecourt and marched 
upon Moncelle ; the First Bavarian Corps 
marched upon Bazeillcs, supported at Re- 
nilly-sur-Meuse by a division of artillery 
of the Fourth Corps. The other division 
of the Fourth Corps crossed the Meuse, at 
Mouzon and was massed as a reserve at 
Mairy, on the right bank. The three col­ 
umns kept connected with each other. Or­ 
ders had been given tne advance guard not 
to commence any offensive movement be­ 
fore five o’clock, and to occupy Fouruaus- 
Bois, Fouru-Saint-Remy, and Ie Douay. 
The knapsacks had beeu left with the bag­ 
gage. The artillery trains did not stir. 
The Prince of Saxony was on horseback 
on the heights of Amblimont.

There is no banging law in Iowa, Mich 
igan or Wisconsin ; it follows that exclud­ 
ing these, last year there was no murderer 
executed in thirteen of the States of the 
American Union and five of the Territo­ 
ries. In the Northwestern States, Illinois 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minneso­ 
ta, Nebraska, and Wisconsin, with a popu 
lation of 3.510,345 souls in 1870—it is prob 
ably nearer 10,000,000 now—there was no 
murderer hanged last year. Takiog the 
great cities of the American Union and 
Canada, we find that there were executions 
only at San Francisco, New Orleans, and 
Philadelphia; so that with all their great 
criminal classes and tragedies of almost 
daily occurrence, no one was in 1877 
brought to the scaffold in Chicago, Indian­ 
apolis, Louisville, Baltimore, Boston, De­ 
troit, St. Louis, Jersey City, New York, 
Brooklyn, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Milwau 
kee, Montreal, or Quebec. 
In New York 
city alone there were oyer 40 murders 
committed last year.

favor of making the “ unlucky day ” of 
Friday the day for execution is still strong 
in the minds ot Judges and Governors, 
over sixty per cent of the executions taking 
place last year happening on that day, 
and both of those in Canada. Indeed, on 
the 13th or December, at 
Wilmington, 
Delaware, two negroes, Heorge Collins and 
Samuel Chambers, convicted of an assault 
on a white woman, were sentenced to be 
hanged on the 19th of March ; but, after 
they were sentenced it was discovered that 
the 19th would fall on Tuesday. 
They 
were again brought into court and sen­ 
tenced to die on the 223, Friday. 
It is 
worthy of remark that, with a view to 
breaking down this superstitious selection 
of Friday, Gov. Hartraoft. of Pennsylva­ 
nia, invariably selects another day of the 
week, generally Thursday, for the carry­ 
ing out of capital sentences.

THE BATTLE OF SEDAN. 


v . 
B railles Ukes fire, Givonne take* fire, 
Fining ukes fire; the thing bagios by a 
furnace. The whole horizon ii aflame. The 
French camp 19 in thii crater, stupefied, 
geared, startled, in a funereal swarm. A 
ring of thunderbolts encircles the army. 
Extermination hems it in. 
Thia immense murder Is carried on OO all 
sides at once. The French resist, and they 
are terrible, for they hare nothing left 
them but despair. Our guns, almost all 
oldfashioned and carrying badly, are im­ 
mediately dismounted by the terrible and 
precise aim of the Prussians. The density 
of the rain of shells upon the valley ta 
such that “the earth is ruled," says a wit­ 
ness, “aa by a rake." How maoy guns ? 
Eleven “hundred, at least. Twelve Ger­ 
man batteries on the Moncelle only ; the 
third and fo trh abtfvnlung, frightful artil­ 
lery, on the crests of Gtvonne, with the 
Second Horse Battery in a reserve ; oppo­ 
site Dalgny, ten Saxon and two Wurlem- 
berg batteries , the curtain of trees in the 
wood north of Vlilers-Ceruay conceals the 
mounted abtheUung with the Third Heavy 
Artillery as a reserve and from this gloomy 
thicket is poured a formidable fire ; the 24 
pieces of heavy artillery lorm a battery lo 
the clearing near the r**d from La Mon­ 
celle to La Chapel ic ; the battery of the 
Royal Guard sets fire to the wood de la 
Gareune ; the b.'iii bs and the bullets rid­ 
dle JSucby, Franchcval, Faurj-baint Remy, 
and the valley between Heibes and Givon- 
ne ; and mo triple and quadruple row ot 
guns extends, without a break, to the cav­ 
alry of illy, the tnoet remote poiu: ot the 
hor zoo. 
The German soldiers, scaled or recum­ 
bent before the batteries look upon the 
artillery doing its work. The French sol­ 
diers fall aud die. Among the corpses 
which cover the plain, is one, that ot an 
officer, upon which they will find, atter the 
battle, a staled paper containing this order, 
signed by Napoleon. “This Sejd. I rest fo r 
tine whole army." The valiant fhirly-titih 
Regiment of tho Line disappears almost 
entirely under the crushing mars of shells; 
the brave marine 4 hold the Saxons and Ba­ 
varians in check for an instant, but be­ 
ing overpowered on all sides, fall back; the 
whole available cavalry of (M arguerites 
division, 
hurled 
against 
the 
German 
infantry, 
slops 
aud 
breaks dowa when 
halt way on 
its 
road, exterminated, says the Prussian re­ 
port, by well directed and quiet fire.’ This 
field of caruage (lias three issues, all of 
which are closed: The Bouillon road by 
the Prussian Guard, the Canguan road by 
the Bavarians, and the Mezler.s road, by 
the Wurtembti'gers. 
The French have 
not thought of barricading toe viaduct of 
the railroad ; three Geroiau battalions nave 
occupied it all night; two isolated houses 
on the Balao road might have been the piv­ 
ot of a prolong* d resistance, but the Ger­ 
mans boid them ; the Montvillers Park, al 
BaZeilles, deep and filii of thick foliage, 
might have prevented the Saxons, who are 
masters of La Moncelle, 
and the Bavar­ 
ians, who are masters of B a ilie s from 
effecting a jaction, but the French have 
been forestalled, aud the Bavarians are 
seen there, cutting away the hedge with 
their sickles 
The German Army moves a1! of a piece 
with absolute unity ; the Prince of Saxony 
la.on the hill of Mairy, whence he com­ 
mands the see ne.

At the same hour, at the headquarters of 
Cheatery Biumeothal had the Wurtemberg 
Division build a bridge over the Meuse. 
The Eleventh Corps, moving before daw u, 
crossed the Meuse at Dom k-M esnil and 
at Donchery, and reached Virgne-Sur- 
Bois. The artillery followed and com­ 
manded the road from Virgoe to 8edan. 
The Wurtemberg Division defended the 
bridge it built and commanded the road 
from Sedan to Mezieres. At 5 o’clock, the 
Second Bavarian Corps, headed by its ar* 
tillery, moved one of its divisions and scut 
it by Bulson toward Frenois ; the other di­ 
vision passed by Noyers and tunned before 
Sedan, between Frenois and Wadehucourt. 
The reserve artillery was installed upon 
the heights on the left bank, opposite Don­ 
chery. 
A t that very moment the Sixth Division 
of Cavalry moved from Maxeray and, by 
Bontancourt and Bolzicourt, reached the 
Meuse at F iize; the second Division of 
Cavalry left its quarters and took up its 
position south of Frenois ; the First Ba­ 
varian Corps stood at Remily, the Filth 
Division of Cavalry and the Sixth Corps 
were in observation and all, in line and 
order, massed upon the heights, awaited 
the dawn. The Prince Royal of Prussia 
was on horseback on the bill of Frenois. 
Simultaneously, on all the points of the 
horizon, similar movements were effect- 
ed.

A London Journal thinks it a singular coinci­ 
dence that on the same day, 1600,U00 of silver 
should be shipped from Liverpool to New York, 
and f250,OOO iron New Y ork to Liverpool.

The larger amount Is understood to have been 
destined for the United States government, while 
the leaser was leaving the market In which the 
government might naturally be expected to buy. 
I he explanation appears to be that the bullion 
dealers on this side, finding the government had 
to buy, put up silver to an abnomally high price, 
when the secretary of the treasury applied to the 
Rothschilds for a price, and, on receiving an oi­ 
ler far below the terms of the home dealers, pur­ 
chased f2,<J0J,WW from the London bankers. The 
secretary deserves credit for having opened his 
transactions In silver with this plain Intimation 
to the silver dealers that they cannot compel the 
government to pay an artificial price for its sil­ 
ver.
